1, StI a. Kaniamoorthy, B.A., B.E., continued to be the, Chief Inspector of Factories, 

during the year under review. At thebegining of the year theFactoiy Inspectorate consisted of, one Chief 
Inspector of Factoiies, one Deputy Chief Inspector of Factories, 4 Regional Inspectors of Factories, 7 
Inspectors of Factories, one Technical Assistant to the Chief Inspector of Factories, 2 Inspectresses of F^tories, 
one hispector of Shops and Establishments, and 82 Assistant .Inspectors of Laboru'. ha iG.O. Ms. No.- 728, ' . 
Social Welfai’e and Labour Department, dated 29-6-1957 the Government have upgraded one of the posts of' 
the Regional Inspectors of Factories to that of Deputy Chief Inspeetor of Factories. Due to the meagre 
strength of Inspectors in Telangana Re^on of the State, a scheme for strengthening of the factory 
Insp^'torate was included in the Second Five-Year Plan of the State. In G.O. Ms. No. 1064, Social Welfare 
and Labpur, dated 28-10-1957, the Government have sanctictoed 2 posts of the Regional Inspectors of 
Factories, and out of these, one is stationed at Hyderabad and the other at Warangal. 

Three posts of the Inspectors of Factories fell vacant during the year pending selection of candidates 
by Andiu'a Pradesh Public Service Commission. This was as a result of promotion of Inspectors of „ 
Factories as Regional Inspectors of Faetorito and due to deputation of one of the Inspectors of Factories to 
the Nagarjunasag^ Administratiou. The vacancies were notified to the Public Service Commission for the 
reciuitment of Suitable candidates. At the end of the year besides the Chief Inspector of Factories there , 
are t>vo Deputy Chief Inspectors of Factories, five (5) Regions.! Inspectors of Factories, 7 hispectors of 
Factories, one Technical Assistant to the Chief Inspector of Factories, one Inspector of Sh.op.s and Establish- 
ments, 2 Inspectresses of Factories,. and 57 Assistant Inspectors of Labourin tlie State who are notified as 
additional Inspectors of Factories. . .

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(c) Bust mmuna'. — ^TKe problem of dust noise kid vibration still remains practically the sana^-iiiaiidy 
in lice decorticating, and wood yrorking factories., Tlie department is constantly giving advice in 
improved methods of dust contfol and to mitigate dust nuisance. 

The removal of dust and fumes by exliaust veiitilatbn is receiving attention.. Wherever necessary 
instmetions were given for the supply and us:ige of respirators to Workers employed at places where dust is 
gencrateii. * 

Apart from the above, the instaliatbu of machines in rice mills tiiat come iQ) for the fimt time or wherever 
readjustment of machines in the existing mills is proposed, the managements were instructed to separate 
eifectivety the dust generating machinery from the rest of the halls, so that the general yentflation inside the 
faibtory may not be contaminated. 

(d) LigMng.-^The lighting in factories during day thhe is generally good. While approving plans 
for the construction of new factory buildings, or for reconstruction or extensions of existing buddings, provi- 
sions for adequate natural lighting is ihsisted. But in case of other existing factories where the natural 
lighting and ventilatbns are inadequate; action was taken under sections 13 and 17 of the Act, suggesting 
suitable impiOTements to ensure natural or artificial lighting and ventilation depending on Hie merits' of 
individual factories. In case of factories that work during nights also, there is ihtJch to be desired, and it 
can be acWvedbnly wiih. the piOibr understanding and effective implementation on the pait of the ocCU- 
jHerk to. the instructions' given by the departmental officers,

And their transmission were provided. However, the employers and employees are being instructed by the 
DepattmenlAl Officers durirtg their visits, r(^arding the importance and'neeid for such fences and gward.s. 
Also safety postern issued by the Chirf Advisor of S^actories,, New Delhi wei#distributecl to the factories for 
display in conspicuous places. Wherever such safety provisions are lacking, necessary orders were issued .suggest- 
ing- suitable wayii and means of guarding the machinery, and their compliance was checked at reasonable 
interval^ Any disregard in this directbn was dealt with suitably in courts of law to inake the managknents 
more conscious in this direction. The older syst^ of fencing the entire transiaission machinery is ^ng 
replaced by fencing each belt or shaft, etc., individually and raojre effectively, late, the employers, 
are reali^g the utility of strohg fene^ and guards to machinery including its transmission and are gradually 
switching on to fences made of irou.material replacing the old and riiskety system of wooden fences. To

CarUeea — Thei'e is an up-to-date and modern eonkeen building with a spacious dining hall. Tea and 
suaeks arc suppbed at a very concessional rate. Cool drinks and butter milk are supphed at cheap rates in 
summer. The canteen haa got its own soda factories. Modern electric cooking apparatus has been installed 
. in the kilchon. The manag^ent subsidises about Es. J 00,000.00 every year to run the canteen. 

Oecke.'^Thete v, a well equipped modem type creche in charge of a qualified nurse. There ate three 
Ayas also to assist the nurse. Craffies and cots are provided. “Jliefe is bath room where children are given 
Mrtater bathos soon as they enter the oredie. Neat dross is supphed to the children. Fruits milk, rice 
and jdall are supplied to children free of cost. Toys and illaslrated books are provided. Tliere is a small 
play’ ground attached to the arecho. 

The tecoid of weight and height, health coiuhUons, etc., of all duldrcii is maiutamed daily by tihe 
nurse in-obarge. About 20 children on average lake advantage of tlm creche.
